Diplomatic quanters in Lon-

The attempt to get President 
Truman's envoy, Mr ‘Averell 
Harriman, to act as a postman 


for Dr Mossadegh's ultimatum 
to Britain Is nat in accord with 
normal diplomatic procedure. 

‘The probability is that . Mr 
Harriman wil either send the 
ultimatum back for transmls- 
sion through normal channels or 
propose some alternative way 
out of the present deadlock. 

Britain will certainly - not 
agree to reopen the negotiations 
asa result of an ultimatum,
